stead on the American continent, but 
geographical situation is not always 
the most important factor In farming. 


Moran grew a ton of potatoes each 


year—enough for himself and his 
neighbors. There was 'a fair amount 
of placer gold In the streams and, the 
wild herds of caribou furnished all the 
fresh meat that was essential to good 
living-. He had established a fox farm 
and had raised fifty-four silver grays, 
a variety \rhlch, commands a hish

course, the interchange of thought 
and the other little amenities of life, 
to be sure, were somewhat restricted, 
but even these conditions had their 
compensations.

because ho didn't know the latest 
steps In the "hesitation," and if he 
felt like eating In his shirt sleeves 
there- was none to say him nay.

"The world forgetting, by the world 


forg-oi," Morac was happy and con- 
tented. 
He had his books, he had

gan to put his affairs In shape for a 
long journey to the south. He worked 
continuously and assiduously in the 
creek until the geese had departed 
and little scums ofjce began to form 
on the eddies.

.half frozen musher or mail carrier 
might happen along in his absence, 
and sourdoughs In the north do not 
steal—they simply help themselves to 
whatever is necessary and pay for it 
If the opportunity to do so presents 
itself.

Not Supple 


To His Fire Board 


AX FRANCISCO, Dec. 2G.™ 
The town was astonished the 
other afternoon, 
when 
the 


Fire 
Commission, 
without 


preliminaries 
or 
warning, 


unanimously voted to remove 
Fire Chief Murphy and to 
put in his place former Chief 
oiitiu^rnric.s.Fy. 


The time was apparently 


without rhyme or reason. 


The town was about evenly- 


divided in one particular—half of the people were 
furious at the removal of Murphy, and the other half 
thought a joke had ben perpetrated on the city by 
the appointment of Shaughnessy. 


Shaughnessy for years has been on the pension 


list: he is an old man; he was good in his day, but 
that day was long ago. 


The public did not think that either the pension 


list or the graveyards should be robbed to run the 
department. 


To say that Rolph was astonished was to put the 


matter mildly. No inkling of the proposed change 
had reached him, and, together with the rest of the 
c't:zcrc ^is considered ^~h?.t Murphy was an excellent 
chief. 


This whole thing has brought to light the diffi- 


culty of getting men as commissioners who will be 
approximately sane. 


The mayor has had difficulty with this commis- 


sion from the beginning. His first appointment was 
Henry Brandenstein, a Harvard graduate, an aristo- 
crat and a martinet. 
He believed in discipline in 


italics—-the military system. 
He was devoid of 


sympathy and made the men feel entirely friendless. 


To neutralize this influence, the mayor appointed 


a boyhood friend of his, young - Hammer. 
He 


promptly succumbed to the positive influence of 
Brandenstein and made matters worse. 


The situation became impossible. 
Rolph removed Hammer, and Brandenstein re- 


signed. 


The trouble with the present commission is too 


much politics—all politics and nothing but politics. 


President Martin is a Republican politician of the 


ward or precinct character. He wears the Republi- 
can label. 


Dr. Jones is a politician twenty-four hours of the 


day; calls himself a Democrat, but performs in both 
camps. 


To these gentlemen the Fire Department 
was 


simply a piece of political machinery, with which 
they could exploit the political situation. 


The manipulation of the Murphy removal is at- 


tributed to Jones, who is supposed to exercise a hyp- 
notic influence over the others. 


It is generally assumed that an agreement was 


extracted frcra Shaughnessy that he would consent 
to be a figure-head and dummy, so that the depart- 
ment could be turned into a political machine. 


In undertaking this, Messrs. Martin and Jones 


failed to estimate the "kicking" force of public 
opinion and the strength of James Roiph's backbone. 


They realize both now. 
But the commission is utterly discredited and dis- 


trusted. 
Rolph Not a Spineless Cactus 


The Fire Commissioners removed by the mayor 


are willing to cartify, contrary to the impression, 
created by much political gossip and newspaper pub- 
lication, that the mayor is not a spineless cactus. 


Without consulting Burbank about the qualities of 


cactus, spineless and otherwise, they assumed that 
the mayor was the spineless variety and acted ac- 
cordingly. 


They made a mistake, which has taken them off 


the municipal map and done Rolph inestimable good 
in the eyes of the community. 


The real contest was between the old order and 


the new order of things. 


The citizens of San PYancisco believe that they 


maintain a fire department to put out fires, to pre- 
serve property and protect life. 


In the old days this was an incident of the fire de- 


partment, but its real purpose was to carry pri- 
maries, which it did. 


Several politicians in ar.d about the commission, 


and several commissioners have political longings, 
ar.d think of the old days of political nots. when the 
fire laddies' axes were known to chop up ballot boxes. 


They did not understand that the world has been 


:r,cv:r,g, gcvernmentally, for some years, and that 
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live up to its name. 


The great conflagration, following the earth- 


oaake. is too fresh in the memory of men for poli- 
tici?n< to safely fool with the fire department. Any- 
body who does will learn the consequences. 
Abuse of Charity 


Christmas, the giving season, is bringing to the 


people, especially the merchant class, the fact that 
uiarily of the public kind is largely wasted. 


Never was there a class more generous than the 


S/l 


city merchants; never an order of men whose 
kindliness has been more abused. 


If the generous impulses of the people are to be 


preserved there will have to be a systematic order 
of charities, which will consist largely in elimina- 
tion. Today every little society with a catchy name 
is on the street and in the big office buildings ask- 
ing for help. The money given is never followed; 
tnsre is no c/7£CiC sucl no rc-s 


One of the methods most, wasterful and perni- 


cious, adopted by these small affairs is to employ 
women to canvass the town with plausible stories 
on a commission of 50 per cent of whatever is 
gathered. Just think of it — half given to the col- 
lector! 


Clever -women, especially those enjoying good 


looks, insinuate themselves into stores and offices 
and wheedle sums that in the aggregate are very 
large. The various moneys, collected by one method 
or another from the various sources, if administered 
in a scientific and business way would keep the wolf 
away from ever;' door in San Francisco. 
Partition of the Baldwin Heirs 


By several deeds, placed on record within a week, 


the two heirs of E. J. ("Lucky") Baldwin, Mrs. 
Clara Baldwin Stocker and Mrs. Anita Baldwin Mc- 
Claughry, partioned a large part of their vast estate. 


Mrs. Stocker deeded to Mrs. McClaughry all her 


interest in the Tallac properties, Lake Tahoe, in ex- 
change for all the San Francisco property of the 
estate and large holdings of agricultural lands in Los 
Angeles County. A similar deed divided the lands 
in Los Angeles City and the old race-track property 
at Santa Anita, Mrs. Stocker, in exchange for income 
property in Los Angeles, parting with her race- 
track interest to Mrs. McClaughry. 


It is assumed that the remainder of the estate 


will be quietly divided in the same way, thus avoid- 
ing all court procedure, which usually follows the 
decree of distribution. 


The public* interest that usually follows distribu- 


tion of large estates is based generally on the de- 
sire to know what the heirs develop with their 
money — the fads and fancies of the very rich. 


In this instance very little of the news feature has 


pursued the heirs. Outside of a very careful busi- 
ness management, Mrs. Stocker has shown a par- 
tiality to diamonds and yachting. She is supposed 
to have the finest gems in California, amounting in 
value to about a million. 


She bought the F. M. Smith yacht "Hauoli," 


changed its name to "California," and had it recon- 
structed and further embellished, although it was 
one <4f the most striking and expensive yachting fea- 
tures in America. Her yacht was the first to go 
through the Panama Canal. She purposes anchor- 
ing in San Francisco bay throughout the exposition 
and dividing her time between life on the yacht and 
her apartments at the St. Francis. She contents 
herself with a fine house at Arcadia, near the old 
homestead, and a beautiful residence at Venice. 


Mrs. McClaughry' s taste runs to architecture and 


the luxuriant furnishing of houses. On part of the 
old Baldwin tract at Santa Anita she has built a 
mansion, which is next in cost to that of Henry E. 
Huntington, which stands on "Oak Knoll," not far 
away. Nothing has been spared in expense to make 
the interior decoration the most elaborate on the 
Coast. Estimates vary as to the cost, but all agree 
that it is far beyond a million. 


A curious feature of all this is that, prior to his 


death, E. J. Baldwin was commonly reported to be 
in very embarrassed circumstances. 
The general 


public supposed that he had lost out in the end. But 
the probate court proved the reverse, showing his 
estate one of the finest left by any of the pioneers. 
Generally the probate court reverses the estimates 
of a man's wealth by reducing the popular belief 
very much. This is the first case of the opposite 
happening in California. 
Tait TaKes Tallac 


On the obtaining by Mrs. McClaughry of complete 


ownership of the Tallac properties, 
arrangements 


were effected with John Tait to conduct this resort 
for next year and a number of years following. This 
is a new adventure for Tait. He has experimented 
in many ways in San Franciscan gastronomy and 
entertainment since the time when he came into 
prominence in charge of the Pacific Union Club. It 
was in the club that Tait made his reputation. He 
brought the culinary features of that institution to 
a point that made the club remarked throughout the 
world. The fa»tidiGL<» and pampered paiates of the 
many gourmets could ask nothing further. 


But Tait was ambitious anfl went into business 


for himself— not always with complete success, but 
in t'ne er.d has made good in the Tait'? Cafe. 


Tait concluded that there would be much dancing 


and merriment during the exposition and has had 
a ballroom added. 


Believing in the great -westward movement of 


visitors, induced by the exposition and the war. it 
occurred to him that the fame of Lake Tahoe might 
be exploited and established. He has, therefore, un- 


dertaken, for Mrs. MeCbughry, to make the reputa- 
tion of the lake report. 


It is said that Mrs. McClaughry'? anxiety to own 


the lake property was not so much for commercial 
reasons but for sentimental associations with her 
father, as he frequently took her there as a child, 
and it \\as one of his hobbies. 
E. J. Baldwin's Sense of Beauty 


None of the pioneers has ever exceeded the eccen- 


tric E. J. Baldwin in the appreciation of beauty. 


None of them expended so much money in the de- 


velopment of the picturesque spots of California. 


When Lake Tahoe was almost inaccessible, he 


spent hundreds of thousands of dollars in hotels, 
wharves and boats, so that all who wished might 
behold its glories. 


On the Santa Anita ranch he was the first to 


demonstrate what soil and climate would do for 
beauty. For a generation that was the show place 
of Los Angeles County. 


And, remember the old Baldwin Hotel, when built, 


almost in the suburbs, at Powell and Market streets. 
As a feature of Byzantine architecture it has never 
been excelled. It demonstrated the possibilities of 
wood in the artistic construction of buildings. 


The hotel never paid, but certainly immensely ad- 


vanced the development of that part of the city. 
Oakland's Opportunity 


Oakland will do well to get busy on its prepara- 


tions to install a special ferry service to deliver pas- 
sengers from the east bay cities direct to the exposi- 
tion grounds at North Beach. It is conceded that 
the local street car sen-ice in this city will be quite 
inadequate to handle the passenger traffic during 
the world's fair. In recognition of these conditions 
various plans are mooted to tide over the emergency 
and among others it is proposed to let the United 
Railroads cars operate over the municipal system 
railways.

encouragement from the courts. The other day 
Captain Mooney raided Corbett's and some other 
houses and arrested a flock of gamblers and touts, 
who were all promptly dismissed by the police 
magistrates in the regular wa3- of business. You 
can't phase a San Francisco police court. 


On the Barbary Coast the clam chowder dansant 


roars and riots. 'Why not? If the big hotels and 
restaurants are allowed, as they have been, to 
gather in the fashionable dance votaries and serve 
them liquors, why should not the poor and lowly 
be allowed their fun? The official theory had been 
that champagne was evidence of honorable inten- 
tions while beer meant thuggery, white slavery and 
in fine the seven deadly sins. 


In a word the officially of a corrupt and wholly 


demoralized society could not stand the pressure. 
There is more active money and influence behind 
organized vice in this city than there is in the op- 
position.

It is to be hoped that the streak of hard luck that 


has attended the operations of the Northern Cali- 
fornia Power Company will be ended by the recent 
deal that puts W. F. Detert and other banking in- 
terests in control of .its finances. Years ago this 
corporation, financed by San Francisco capitalists 
under the leadership of H. H. Noble, ..was one of the 
most prosperous enterprises in California. 
It paid 


fat dividends and its stock was regarded as gilt- 
edged security. The corporation owned an un- 
limited supply of water power on the Pit river in 
Shasta County and for a considerable period enjoyed 
a lucrative market for electric current used by the 
big copper mines in that county. But the farmers 
smothered the mines with a cloud of injunction suits 
complaining that their crops and orchards were 
killed by the sulphur fumes spreading all over that 
region from the smelters' chimneys. The mines were 
shut down and two important industries were 
crippled at the same time. 


Then followed a period of experiment with, the 


Northern California Power Company seeking a mar- 
ket for its product. The Noble Electric Company 
was organized as a subsidiary corporation to smelt 
iron ore by electric heat Among other assets of 
the parent company are large deposits of iron ore. 
The electric smelting process did not prove an im- 
mediate commercial success. In fact the early ex- 
periments in this field were attended by failure and 
although the operations in this line are still in pro- 
gress they have not as yet pulled the company out 
of the hole. But the prospects continue to improve 
and recently there have been important discoveries 
of manganese deposits in the neighborhood of 
Heroult on the Pit, where the works of the Noble 
Electric Company are located. These 
discoveries 


complete the equipment for the manufacture 
of 


ferro manganese, for -which there is a strong mar- 
ket since European supplies have been shut off by 
the war.

W. F. Detert, banker, stockman and miner, now 


takes command of the enterprise as president, super- 
seding H. H. Noble, who continues with the corpora- 
tion as chairman of the board of directors. Detert 
is a wealthy miner and stock raiser from Amador

Dutch Shell Company, which has the backing of the 
Rothschilds, is greatly extending the scope of its 
operations in California because its European 
sources of production are shut off by the war.

mate the numbers of troops that are 
moving 
When the columns are so 
strung out. It Is almost 
Impossible 


from any height to tell whether what 
one sees Is a battalion In close forma- 
tion or a company strung out. Most 
armies march In solid masses, which 
can be seen and estimated accurately 
from a great distance. 
"The more one sees of the Individ- 


ual of the Russian army the more one 
comes to like the common soldier 
here' Ho Is the most good-natured, 
child-like, playful person in the world, 
and in the month I have been with 
the army I'have not seen any dis- 
order. Cm the road and In the camp, 
all seem contented and happy as long 
as the weather is fine. Jt must be 
admitted they look a little dismal in 
the rain."

BJERLTX, Dec. 
26.—More 
than 


twenty lix-es have already been saved 
by a, black collie doff belonging- to an 
ambulance corps on the East Prus- 
sian battlefield- In peace times, the 
animal Is an humble Tvatchdogr to th» 
r&iiway sta.uon at Halle. 
, The dark winter nights and th» 
snow make the work of finding- tho 
wounded especially difficult, but since 
the ambulance parties began 
using 


dogs, ia their search, 
few wounded 


men have been overlooked. The dogs 
carry a red cross on both sides of 
their collar, AS soon as night comes, 
generally the only time In which the 
wounded can be searched for, tha 
leashes are slipped and the dogs are 
sent across the battlefields. Instead 
of barking -when they find a wounded 
soldier, they bring back some article 
of the victim's equipment as a cap, 
helmet, or glove. They are then put 
on the leash and they lead the ambu- 
lance men to tho spot where the 
wounded soldier.lies. In this manner 
hundreds have been saved on the dif- 
ferent battlefields. 


At first some o fthe animals' led 
tho searchers to men already dead, 
but they learn with surprising- rapid- 
ity to confine their attentions to the 
living-.

This, in the language of the expert making the report, is just what 


- the children should have done—played. He asserts that play is the 


natural avocation of children and that arresting them for indulgence 
is merely to drive them to other means of providing a safety valve 


,*>. ^Or their pent-up spirits. "The crime of children," says the expert, 
I, "which begins as a purely legal fact, becomes through normal evolu- 
;" tion under street conditions, a moral evil and results in criminal 


actions and in criminal gangs," 


To which a noted writer in one of the papers adds: "You devote 


millions to police courts and prisons, while if you took care of the 


, children in a decent way your prisons would not be needed. Take care 


of the children and the grown-ups will take care of themselves." 


This is truth and there is no better way to take care of children 


- than to provide facilities where they may exercise their natural pro- 
-. p*nsities for playing. Play is as necessary to a child as to any other 


of the lower orders. Calves play, lambs play, kittens play, puppies

is to be credited, they took an eastward course, for it is written that 
God "placed at the east of the Garden of Eden, Cherubims, and a 
flaming sword which turned every way to keep the way of the tree 
of life." 


Interest is revived in this _ old story of man's disobedience by 


the fact that this section, selected as a place for the abode of the 
first man and woman, is now a part of the theater of war, and if the 
statements of correspondents are correct, the Russians are invading 
that section guarded in the ages agone by the Cherubims and the 
flaming sword mentioned. 
They have penetrated the upper end 


of the valley of the Euphrates from the Caucasus, while the southern 
portion has been seized by the British, who have seized Bussoran, 
the most important part of the region, the evident purpose being 
to unite midway and occupy the whole of Mesopotamia. 


Where once shining ones guarded the portals of bliss against a 


return by the man and woman who had forfeited the right to occupy 
it. the tread of marching feet are heard and the sound of the rapid 
fire gun and the field piece awaken the echoes. 
The scene of the 


creation of all that was intended for man's happiness is now over- 
run by Cossacks from the land of the czar and Sihks of India serv- 
ing under the flag of Great Britain. 
Where once the tree of life 


bloomed, the bugle calls men to unite in death struggles. 


However, save for a change in method there is nothing remark- 


ably new in all this, for the region has been the scene of many con- 
flicts since our first parents sorrowfully gave a last backward glance 
at the portals they could never pass again. 
Many mighty hosts 


have met within its confines and on its soil empires have risen and 
fallen. 
Babylon and Ninevah made it famous and for a long time 


it was a most fruitful section. 
But during the past few centuries 


changes have been wrought by neglect and misrule and where once 
the "trees pleasant to the sight and good for food" throve in their 
elegance barrenness has succeeded. 


One peculiar condition attaching to this part of the world de- 


pends for its cause on efforts to reclaim it from the aridity that has 
seized it. 
Great Britain planned to spend $130,000,000 on an irri- 


gation scheme having fo-- its object the reclamation of 3,500,000 
acres of the total irrigable area of 12,500,000 acres. 
It is asserted 


that proper action would make Mesopotamia one of the most fertile 
regions on earth. 


There has been a hot rivalry between Germany, Great Britain 


and France in this section. 
The Bagdad railway was constructed 


in large part by Germans from Anatolia through Asia Minor and 
down the Euphrates valley to Bagdad. 
Aleppo is on a branch 


from Adana in southeastern Asia Minor to tlie Euphrates 


a French line runs from that city through Syria. The results of 
war promise to decide whether the regeneration of the old Gar- 


den of Eden is to be in Russian, British, French or German hands, 
and because of the associations surrounding it, the future will be 
watched with intense interest.
